Countrym.] Was in Company t’other Day, Matter, 

where I heard a very Ingenious Gen- 
tleman commenting upon our Highflying Addref- 
fes; and among other Things [ could not but 
take Notice of a Letter he produc’d from an Of- 
ficer in our Ariny under his Grace the Duke of 
Marlborough, wherein there were very Judicicus 
Remarks upon the Addreffes of the Faétion. The 
Gentleman wrote in a plain Soldier-like Stile, and 
exprefs’d not only his own Senfe, but that of 
the Army, who, he .fays, are not a little con- 
cern’d that while they are venturing their Lives 
and Fortunes in Defence of the Common Liber- 
ties of Erope, and particularly of thofe of Great 
Britain, wherein God has bleffed them with Wn- 
common Succel3, there fhould be a Party at home, 
who audaciouily tirike at the Foundition of all 
our Ancient Rights and Priviledges, and petition 
for that Slavery againft which the Nation pays 
them for Fighting. I was particularly pleas’ with 
his Account, that though Endeavours have not 
been wanting to infe& the Army abroad as well 
as the Silly and Unthinking Mob at Home with 
Principles of Sedition, it has been without Ett, 
and that they do very much refent the Unduti- 
ful Behaviour of the FaGtion to the Queen and 
Parliament, for whofe Honour, and in Purfuance 
of whofe Joint Refolves, they are every Day ven- 
turing their Lives. 

Obf. Iam very glad to hear that, Roger; they 
who have read any Thing of the Roman Hiftory 
mufi needs remember that when Seditions were 
raisd at Home, it frequently infected their Ar- 
mies abroad, and no Thanks to the Faétion that 
theirPraGtices have not had the likeInfluence upon 
ours, which was certainly their Defign. I am glad 
in paced the Army expreffes fuch a Grate- 
ful Senfe of the Proceedings and Zeal of the Par- 
liament, which the Fa¢tion infulted, and endea- 
vour now by their Addreffes to have diffolv'd, tho’ 
by their Quick Difpatch with the Supplies, they 
have enabled our Troops to open the Campaign 
fo Glorioufly, to the Perpetual Ignominy of the 
French Tyrant, whoie Impregnable Lines, and 
Numerous Armies of Slaves, have not been able 
to ftop the Progrefs of our Forces, animated by 
True Britih Courage, and fpirited by the 
Conduct of cur Victorious General and Chief 
Officers, to baffle that Caufe abroad which the 
Faction endeavour to fupport at home. 

Countrym. I am fatistied, Matter, that the 
French King, and his Alms-people at St. Germains, 
thought to have found as great a Defeétion a- 
mong our Ked-cuats in tle Netherlands as they 
procur’d among our Black-coats in England; and 
that they doubsed not to have rais’d a Noifie Fa- 
Ction againft our (-nerals abroad as they have 
done againft the Quzen and Parliament at home ; 
but, bleffed be God, they are miftaken, Her 
Majefiy is happy im a Victorious and Obedient 


Army in the Field, though fhe be teaz’d witha 
Rebellious and Fac¢tious Party in the Church. 
The Gentlemen of Pembrokefbire very judicioufly 
obferve in their Addrefs, printed in the F/ying-Poft 
of Thurfday laft, that the Party make ufe of the 
very fame Methods they did before the laft Civil 
War, which prov'd Fatal to our Church, as by Law 
eltablifh'd, and to Her Majetty’s Royal Grand- 
father, when they advanc’d entlaving Principles 
from the Pulpit, the Supremacy of the Church 
above that of the Crown, and encited and promo- 
ted Riotous and Tumultuous Affemblies, for in- 
Huencing Parliamentary Jultice, which Jealouties 
ind Animofities were fomented then, as now by 
the Emiffaries of France ; but Lam particularly 
pleas’d, Mafter, to think how much the Pre- 
tender and his Patron are mortify’d, to find that 
our Gentlemen in Scarlet-coats do by their 
Swords give an Effectual Confutation to the 
Falfe, Clamorous, and Sediticus Addreffles, pro- 
moted by thofe Apoftates who wear Crape- 
gowns, and fly in the Face both of Church and 
State, as their Bigotted Followers do every Day 
in that of our Generals and Army, whom they 
facrifice ‘to the Slaves of the French Tyrant, tho* 
they dare not look ‘em in the Face. How often 
lince the beginning of this Campaiga have the 
Wretched Faction given out that the Duke and 
our Army was defeated 2 How many Times have 
they depriv’d our General of his Battoon of Com- 
mand, the Lord High Treafurer of his White- 
Staff, our Secretaries of the Seals, and what Sort 
of Succeflors they had provided for them, and 
for the Prefent Houfe of Commons, is palpable 
enough from theit Addreffes and Seditious Dif- 
courtes. 

Obj. ’Tis our Happinefs, Roger, that thofe Men 
have pull’d off the Mask, and difcover’d their 
True Features to the People of Great Britain ; and 
that while they blafphemoufly pretend to give 
the Queen Obedience without Referve, which ts 
due to God alone, they fly in Her Face at the 
fame Time, and openly by their Addreffes con- 
tradiGt Her Speeches from the Throne: They go 
on ftill to inculcate the Danger of the Church 
under Her Adminitiration, to blacken the Means 
by which the late Happy Revolution was effect. 
en, to fap the Foundation of Her Majefty’s Title, 
and of the Hannover Succetfion, and to introduce 
that Arbitrary and Unaccountable Power which 
Her Majetiy has abjur'd, and which the Parlia- 
ment has condemn’d by Solemn Acts, particu- 
larly by that of the Declaration of Rights upon 
which Her Majelty accepted the Crown; and 
while they pretend to be the only Faithtul Sub- 
jets and Afferters of the Prerogative, and toa 
Loyalty that knows no Bounds, endeavour by 
Tumults and Seditious Addreffes to force Her 
Majetty to change Her Minifiry, and diffolve Her 





Parliament. Certainly, Aegir the People of 
the 
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Pembrokefbire had Jutt Reafon to exprefs 
ee aaects at the Succefs our Antient Enemies 
the French obtainamong us at home, while ize 
Majefty’s Atms, by God’s Wonderful Ble IPS 
tuner the Direction of Her Viétorious Genera 
and Chief Officers, fubdue them abroad. Nay, 
Matter, I can tell you the Faction is ngw become 
fo impudent as publickly to fell the Pretender’s 
Picture with Her Majefty’s Titles engraven upon 
it at the fame Shops where they fell that of his 
Trumpeter of Sedition, Sachevert/!, though it be 
expre(s Treafon by the Statute, and particularly 
by the 6th of Anne, Chap. 7. in any-Perfon-by-+ 
writing, Printing, or {peaking, to maintain aha 
the Pretended Prince of Wales has any Right ta. 
the Crown of thefe Realms; but we are not to 
wonder at that, Matter, fince the Pulpit Incen- 
diaries have had the Impudence to preach fuch 
DoGtrine to Her Majefty’s Face as make Her a 
Rebel and Ufurper, and fince the {ame is done 
every Day by Seditious Addretles, which are 
ecchoed through the Nation, and fiuffed with 
Principles of Slavery, Bigotry, and Perfecution.

Roger, for putting his Majefty upon 
Arbitrary Meafures of Government ; therefore 1 
think the Faction ought to beware how they affert 
Loyalty without Bounds, and an Unaccountable 
Power and Obedience without Referve, againti 
Standing Laws, fince fome that were then in 
Force, and feem’d to give too much Countenance 
to the Abfolute Power of the Prince, could not 
protect fo great a Man from fuch an Impeach- 
ment. Though -Her Majefty (which is our Hap- 
pinefs) is Proof againft all fuch Temptations, 
and is too Religious to aim at a Power which fhe 
has fo folemnly abjur’d, and knows .to have been 
Fatal to fo many of HerPredeceffors ; yet theCrime 
of the Fa@tion is nothing the lefs puniihable,

Authority of the Church, which they make to 
overtop the Laws ct the State; but they have 
been fo frequently beat at that Weapon, that 
one would wonder they fhould ever make ufe of 
it again. Tis of no better Mettle than their 
Moptiaves and Broomiticks, which they were 
forc’d to throw down and {camper at the Firtt 
Appearance of ‘Her Majelty’s Guards during their 
late Rebellion. That Weapon was fufhciently 
blunted at the Trial of their Scandalous Ring- 
leader, and will never be found Armour of Proof 
when it comes to be tried at Weftminjter-ball, 
St. Stephen’s Chapel, or the Houfe of Lords. 1 
remember a Paflage in Livy, which I think does 
admirably well iuit our Seditious Clergy, and 
their Begotted Followers. The Priefts of the 
Falifct and i 9 ae hnding their Countrymen 
were always defeated by the Komans, had Recourle 
to this Stratagem: They came on before their 
Army with Flaming Torches in their Hands, and 
Painted Fillets, refenibling Snakes, about their 
Heads, which hanging down over their Sholders, 
and waving to and fro by the Wind, feem’d to 
be real Serpents. This, together with their Fu-
